MACON, Ga., Qct. 2.—(?)—At- 
tending physicians said late tonight 
that W. L. “Young” Stribling “won't 
last 24 hours unless he can sleep soon 
or unless something else happens.” 

Dr. A. P. Kemp, the family phy- 
sician, said he and Dr. A. R. Rozar, 
the surgeon who amputated one of 
the fighter’s feet after a collision be- 
tween his motorcycle and an auto- 


mobile yesterday, had just visited the 
patient and found his condition “ex- 
tremely critical . . . worst now than 
he has been all day.” 

The heavyweight’s temperature at 
midnight was given in the bulletin as 
105 3-10, slightly higher .than the 9 
o’clock reading. 

“His heart beats are irregular,” Dr. 
Kemp said, “somethimes missing as 
many as six in a minute.” 

“Our hopes now are that we can 
get him to sleep,” the physician said. 
“We have given him two doses to bring 
on sleep, but they have left him only 
groggy and cloudy mentally. Unless 
he can sleep soon or unless something 
else happens he won’t last 24 hours.” 

Earlier in the night Dr. Kemp said 
Stribling “still has a fighting chance 
to pull through.”

Hundreds of wounded were treated 
in hospitals, which were rapidly ex- 
hausting their medical supplies, Many 
of the wounded were expected to die. 

Most of the dead were officers who 
had previously surrendered. The troops 
rushed. into the National hotel, firing 
as they came, despite the fact their 
former officers had quit ing. The 
United Press t inte 
the hotel grounds with the troops and 
obsérved the capture of the building. 


Shot From Hotel. 

The surrender would have been less 
bloody had not someone fired from a 
hotel window as the soldiers moved 
into the grounds to start arrange- 
ments to convey the prisoners to cells 
in Cabanas and Principe fortresses. 

The shot so excited the troops that 
they shot 10 officers in their tracks. 
Wild scenes followed before the men 
quieted down and the officers were 
started off in bunches for their dun- 
geons.

POND WATER. | 

The aquarium seemed a bit cloudy 
after I replenished it with pond wa- 
ter the other night. It seemed to be 
something more than mud that the 
tadpoles stirred up. A bit of the wa- 
ter on a slide resolved into a verita- 
ble primitive picture under the micro- 
scope. There were animals that seem- 
ed to fill the entire field of vision, yet 
they were invisible to the bare eye. 
There were innumerable micro-cfuta- 
cea there, such as Daphnia and Cyclops, 
skittering merrily on their courses just 
as if they were in a lake instead of 
a fed drops. Occasionally a “slipper 
animaleule” crossed the field. e 
books all call them Paramecium, and 
define them as members of the ciliated 
single-celled animal phylum known 
as Protozoa. This word means liter- 
ally “first animal,” and it must be 
ndmitted that the name is excellent. 
No more simple animal can be imag- 
ined; one cell, instead of the billions 
at work as your eye and brain read 
and register this article, yet it per- 
forms efficiently the vital functions 
of living matter. 

Here at last came what to me is as 
interesting a manifestation of life as 
ean be found. Notice that I do not 
say whether it is plant or animal. I 
cannot tell. There are the animal 
characteristics of motility, of food- 


taking, digestion and excretion; yet 


within the hyaline body are corpuscles 
of green material, identical in compo- 
sition with the chlorophyll that tints 
the leaves of trees. Cut down the 
light that is pouring through the lens 
system; there it is! 0 flagella, one 
before the organism, and one trailing 
the cigar-shaped body. These struc- 
tures place this form in the flagel- 
late class of the Protozoa. There, 
you say, he has fell down and called 
them animals. No, I haven’t, for 
I have excellent authority for placing 
them with the animals in a group call- 
ed by the mose exclusive name of Pro- 
tista. And Euglena is the name of 
this one. 

Far back in the story of the living 
things, we think that creatures like 
these stood at the forking of living 
matter—protoplasm, if you please— 
into plant and animal life. Are we 
right? I must leave it to men who 
are better equipped to say than I am, 
for unraveling these mysteries is the 
work of generations, and not mere 
lifetimes. 

Another animal appears under the 
lens. This time there is no room for 
doubt. It is one of a third class 
of one-celled animals, and the story of 
this creature must be saved for to- 
morpow.

CLARKE COUNTY BOARD

ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 2.—The latest 
step in securing government money 


for improvements here was made by 
the Clarke county board of commis- 
sioners when they applied for federal 
relief funds. Although the counties 
do not specify the amount of funds de- 
sired, awaiting the investigation of 
government agents on unemployment, 
it is estimated the government will ap- 
propriate $10,000 here. 

The funds are to eliminate unemploy- 
ment.

A. camp. 

A joint committee from the board of 
education and city council will ask 
city council Friday night to call a 
bond election in November to raise 
$100,000. The bonds will either be 
sold to the government or on the pub- 
lic market. Fifty thousand dollars 
will be used to improve the schools, 
and $50,000 will be used to improve 
the waterworks system.

NEUDECK, Germany, Oct. 2.—(4) 
The festivities in celebration of Presi- | 
dent Paul Von Hindenburg’s 86th 
birthday were climaxed late today by 
the arrival from Berlin of Chancellor 
Adolf Hitler, who was tumultuously 
acclaimed by thousands who lined the 
way to the chief executive's estate, 

The venerable president spent the 
day at home, receiving visits from 
employes of his estates, school children 
oa village dignitaries. 

The chancellor flew to Marinburg, 
East Prussia, and came by automobile 
from that point to add his congratula- 
tions to the others which poured in 
upon Von Hindenburg. ; 

Storm troopers and steel helmet 
groups formed a guard of honor. 

An official communique said the 

chancellor’s visit had no political sig- 
nificance. It was emphasized® how- 
ever, that the president’s entourage 
saw in the visit a sign of the warm 
human relationship between the for- 
mer field marshal and the man who 
once was a private in the German 
army.

Certainly no right-thinking and 
patriotic citizen can disagree with 
his position that a man should not 
be pensioned merely because he 
answered the call of duty and re- 
turned unscathed.

VIRGINIA VOTES TODAY. 

The repeal referendum being 
held in Virginia today is in itself 
Significant of the revolutionary 
change in the attitude of the people 
on the question of prohibition. 

Because of prohibition, Virginia, 
for the first time in her history, 
deserted the democratic party in 
1928. This issue transcended in 
importance not only all other ques- 
tions, but was sufficient to cause 
the Old Dominion to desert tra- 
ditions which had strongly influ- 
enced the public and political ac- 
tivities of her people. 

Less than a year ago the pro- 
hibitionists were able to block the 
calling of a referendum by the leg- 
islature. As time went by and Vir- 
ginia saw the trend in other states, 
her own people awoke to the fact 
that a major change had _ taken 
place and that the former con- 
trolling majority of the prohibition- 
ists had dwindled to a meager mi- 
nority. 

Despite the fact that the legisla- 
ture only a few months earlier had 
voted overwhelmingly 


referendum, a large number of 


solons signed a petition to the gov- | 


ernor urging that he call them ‘into 
extra session in order that the de- 
mand of the people that they have 
opportunity to express themselves 
at the polls could be met. 

This Governor Pollard, ‘himself 
an ardent prohibitionist, did, and 
in the campaign which ends with 
today’s referendum many promi- 
nent Virginia men and women who 


were conspicuous among the dry |L 


leaders in 1928 have urged the 
voting of the eighteenth amend- 
ment out of the constitution. 

There is little doubt as to how 
Virginia will go today. Her people, 
like those of the other southern 
states of Alabama, Tennessee and 
Arkansas, have learned at last the 
folly of further support of an un- 
enforcable law.

Curiously enough Istvestia, the of- 
ficial soviet newspaper printed in 
Russian, also ran some articles on the 
same subject. But Istvestia said that 
Magnitostroy was in a state of ab- 
solute chaos, that the workers there 
lived like cattle, that the most expen- 
sive machinery was deteriorating and 
spoiling for lack of interest and ex- 
pert handling, in a word, that Mag- 
nitostroy was a disgrace to Russia. 

_Now it stands to reason that con- 
ditions at Magnitostroy cannot be 
wonderful and terrible both at the 
same time. One of the two papers 
is misleading its readers, and since 
it is inconceivable that an official 
newspaper will deliberately speak dis- 
paragingly of a phase of the national 
construction program, we must con- 
clude that it is the Moscow News 
which gives an erroneous impression.

“The ex-soldier who is unable to 
pay for his own hospitalization should 
be cared for by the federal govern- 
ment, and not by his local communi- 
ty,” said Louis A. Johnson, national 
commander of the Legion. “That has 
always been my belief.” 

President Roosevelt had told them 
that only veterans with service dis- 
abilities were eligible for care in gov- 
ernment hospitals after it was shown

Patience Appreciated. 

I want to’ talk with you about the 
problem of government, the difficul- 
ties which you and I as Americans 
have faced and solved, and those 
which we still face. I-recognize and 
appreciate, and the nation recog- 
nizes and appreciates, the patience, 
the loyalty and the willingness to 
make sacrifices, shown by the over- 
whelming majority of the veterans 
of our country during the trying 
period from which we are beginning 
successfully to emerge. 

I want to talk to you about na- 
tional unity. Let us look at it as 
a living thing—not a mere theory 
resting in books, or otherwise apart 
from every-day business of men. It 
means that we all live under a com- 
mon government, trade with each 
other, pay common taxes, give to and 
receive from a common protective 
government. To recognize national 
unity, to hold it above all else, see- 
ing that upon it depends our com- 
mon welfare, is just another way to 
say that we have patriotism. 


Unity Essential, 


You and I who served in the 
World War know that we represent- 
ed a United Nation in the time of 
danger to world civilization. But 
you and I know also that national 
unity is as essential in time of peace 
as in time of war. If this country 
is worth living in, if this flag of 
ours is worth living under, if our so- 
cial order means antyhing to us, then 
this country of ours is worth de- 
fending every day and every year 
of the life of every individual one 
of us. It is because I am unwilling 
to live myself, or to have my chil- 
dren or grandchildren live, under an 
alien flag or an alien form of gov- 
ernment, that I believe in the funda- 
mental obligation of citizenship to 
don the uniform of our country, to 
carry arms in its defense when our 
county and the things it stands for 
are attacked. 


Enemies of Unity. 


But there are two enemies of na- 
tional unity, sectionalism and class, 
and if the spirit of sectionalism or 
the spirit of class is allowed to grow 
strong, or to prevail, it means the 
end of national unity and the end of 
patriotism. 

Some people who visit us from 
other lands still find it difficult o 
credit a fact that a nation sprung 
from many sources, a nation 130,000,- 
000 strong, a nation stretching 3,000 
miles from east to west, is, in all the 
great essentials of its civilization, a 
homogeneous whole; for not only do 
we speak one language, not only are 
the customs and habits of our people 
similar in every part of the -conti- 
nent. but we have given repeated 
proof on many occasions, and espe- 
cially in recent years, that we are 
willing to forego sectional advantage 
where such advantage can be obtain- 
ed only by one part of the country 
at the expense of another, t= 

Class Danger. | 

The other enemy of national unity 
is class distinction, and you and I 
are wéll aware of the simple fact 
that as every day passes, the people 
of this country are less and less will- 
ing to tolerate benefits for one group 
of citizens which must be paid for 
by others. 

You have been willing to fight for 
the benefits of American life. You 
have been willing to live for Ameri- 
can unity. You have understood that 
this is the very foundation of the 
Americanism for which you stand, in 
which you believe, and to which you 
and I swore allegiance when we be- 
came American Legionnaires. 

For several years past the bene- 
fits of American life were threat- 
ened. The crisis came in the spring

must thereafter be placed in a spe- 
cial class of beneficiaries over and 
above all other citizens. The fact. of 
wearing a uniform does not mean 
that he can demand and receive from 
his government a benefit which no 
other citizen receives. It does not 
mean that because a person served ia 
the defense of his country, performed 
a ‘basic obligation of citizenship, he 
should receive a pension from his 
government because of a_ disability 
incurred after his service termi- 
ted, and not connected with that 
rvice. 

It does mea, however, that those 
who were injured in or as a re- 
sult of their service, are entitled to 
receive adequate and generous com- 
pensation for their disabilities. It 
does mean that generous care shall 
be extended to the dependents of 
those who died in or as a result 
of service to their country. 

to Pay. 

To carry out these principles, the 
people of this country can and will 
pay in taxes the sums which it is 
necessary to raise. To carry out 
these principles will not bankrupt 
your government nor throw its 
bookkeeping into the red. 

Every person who has made hon- 
est study knows that mistakes, many 
of them, have been made during the 
course of 15 years. I rsonally 
know that mistakes in individual 
cases and inequalities affecting va- 
rious groups have occurred during 
the past six months. But at the 
same time there stands out the fact 
which you know—that many of these 
mistakes have been rectified and 
that we have the definite purpose 
of doing justice not only to the 
mass, but, in so far as possible, to 
every individual as well. Further- 
more, it is my hope that in so far 
as justice concerns those whose dis- 
abilities are, as a matter of fact, of 
war service origin, the government 
will be able to extend even more 
generous care than is now provided 
under gt regulations. It is to 
these men that our obligation ex- 
ists. 


To these two broad principles the 
time has come, I believe, for us to 
add a third. There are many vet- 
erans of our wars to whom disabil- 
ity and sickness unconnected with 
war service has come. To them the 
federal government owes the appli- 
cation of the same rule which it has 
laid down for the relief of other 
cases of involuntary want or desti- 
tution. 

In other words, if the individual 
affected can afford to pay for his 
own treatment he cannot call on any 
form of government aid, If he has 
not the wherewithal to take care of 
himself, it is first of all the duty 
of his community to take care of 
him and next the duty of his state. 
Only if under these circumstances 
his own community and his own 
state are unable, after reasonable 
effort, to care for him, then, and 
then only, should the federal gov- 
ernment offer him hospitalization 
and care.

Roadin 
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Administration Officials 
Outline Relief Plans 
With Oversupply. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—-(*)— 
An early transfer of millions of 
pounds of butter to the tables of those 
in want seemed likely today as one of 
the first results of President Roose- 
velt’s decision that a good way to get 
rid of farm surpluses was to give them 
to the needy. 

At conferences with Harry L. Hop- 
kins, chosen to head the Emergency 
Corporation, whose purpose is to close 
the gap between overproduction and 
want, farm administration officials 
outlined plans to accumulate ‘the but- 
ter surplus and turn it over to the 
relief organizations. | 

An announcement within the week 
is in prospect and a part of the plan 
probably will be a processing tax on

butterfat to raise some of the neces- 
sary funds. 

Estimates of the amount of butter 
in excess of present commercial re- 
quirements ranged between 50,000,000 
and 100,000,000 pounds. A 1-cent- 
a-pound tax on butterfat would raise 


more than enough money to take care 
of the oversupply. In turn, Hopkins 
probably would be offered the butter 
at prices around 15 cents a pound, or 
less. 

Farm officials said it would take 
only a few weeks to consume 100,000,- 
000 pounds of butter if families on 
the relief rolls were given quantities 
proportionate to the amount the ordi- 
nary family would consume. 

A production control program is be- 
ing worked out to accompany the but- 
terfat processing tax. Some means of 
eliminating low producers from dairy 
herds is under consideration: and if 
these cows should be slaughtered, the 
by-products might be made avalaible 
for relief, 


Cloudy and Cooler

THE STRIBLING CAMPS. 


The Stribling training camps were never cluttered up with 
gangsters and their sort. 


I recall the rival camp before his biggest fight and 
the day some tough-looking gentry arrived there. One of 
them was reported to be a well-known mobster and 
when a newspaperman asked about it, one of the 
retinue answered: 

“Can’t a guy visit his friends? ”’ 

The Stribling cottage was a quiet place with two colored 
cooks from Georgia cooking the food.

Of L’eonard Street Orphans’ Home 


By MRS. TURNER JONES. 

Out on Leonard street, in the shad- 
ow of Spellman College chapel, a 
plain, substantial, well-built building 
stands. It is called Leonard Street 
Orphans’ Home, and it shelters and 
protects 72 homeless colored children, 
who know it and love it as “home.” 

Visitors are always welcome in this 
house. The sign over its doorway says 
so, and the smiles of its superintend- 
ent, Miss May Chadwick, and her 
assistants, assure you again of the 
fact. The Community Chest supports 
this home, and it would be an in- 
oct to Chest subscribers to walk 
through its light, airy rooms, see the 
children’s smiling, clean faces, and 
catch the fine, wholesome atmosphere 
of this real home for homeless chil- 
dren. 

Surely there is a special appeal in 
working with children. You can see 
them grow and improve in the right 
environment. Leonard Street Or- 
phans’ Home provides this environ- 
ment. In its daily routine it teaches 
these girls, these citizens of the future, 
to lead clean, orderly, thoughtful lives. 
Nts superintendent, Miss Amy Chad- 
wick, a graduate of the Northfield 
Bible Training school, of Northfield, 
Mass., has headed this institution for 
530° years. She took it when it was 
housed in an old army barracks, which 
had been used by Civil War soldiers, 
when it had only one water faucet, 
which was in the back yard, and gave 
to it her courage and strength, her 
Jove, loyalty and fine character. She 
enlisted the aid of her friends, here 
and in other parts of the country, and 
kept the spirit of her dream for a 
home for homeless colored children 
alive. 

When the city condemned these 
army barracks in 1926, the Communi- 
ty Chest became interested in Leonard 
Street Orphans’ Home and with the 
Chest bearing the current operating 
expenses, the home’s board turned its 
efforts to erecting a new building. 
This new building stands today a si- 
lent testimony to the board’s faith in 
negro education and workmanship. Its 
architect, W. J. Jones, and all of the 
workmen having been negroes. 

It would be a fine experience for 
any thoughtful citizen of Atlanta to 
look within the portals of Leonard 
Street Orphans’ Home. Clean, 
healthy, sane-thinking people are 
necessities in a good community, 
and the home is making these daily 
for Atlanta. Citizenship is like the 
chain which is no stronger than its 
weakest link, so we cannot have weak 
links if we want a strong community. 
Here Leonard Street plays an impor- 
tant part, in taking those who could 
be burdens on a community, and train- 


ing them from childhood to be self- 
supporting citizens. 

Won't you, please, look in the front 
door of Leonard Street Orphans’ Home 
on a Sunday afternoon? Services are 
over, 2 good, substantial dinner, the 
vegetables for which having grown 
in the Home’s garden, has been serv-

ed. The girls, directed and aided by 
the teachers, have prepared and serv- 
ed this meal. Everyone is clean and 
has on a fresh dress which was made 
in the home. They are receiving vis- 
itors, Are they Community Chest sub- 
scribers? Some, perhaps, but mostly 
they are Leonard Street Orphans’ 
Home girls, returning to visit what 
they will always think of as “their 
home.” These girls have gone 
forth from the shelter of Leonard 
Street to make their own ways in the 
world. They return to show Miss 
Chadwick and their former teachers 
their own families, with smiles they 
tell their children, “This was your 
mother’s home.” There is rightful 
pride in their voices and on their 
faces. Some tell of their experiences 
as teachers in the public schools, their 
studies in Busness College, their train- 
ing in hospitals. 

You stand and look into Miss Chad- 
wick’s eyes, into the smiling faces of 
the teachers, you glimpse the security 
that these “graduates” of the home 
feel, and you know you will always 
support a Chest which makes possi- 
ble citizens like these.

The quilt club members had clipped 
the picture from the paper and pasted 
it, together with the directions, in the 
Nancy Page quilt club scrapbook. 
Then they sent for the full-size pat- 
tern of a block. 

They noted that no seams were al- 
lowed in the full-size pattern. This 
meant they added one-quarter inch 
on all sides when cutting the’ pieces. 

The pieces were cut from fine, color- 
fast material. The seams were taken 
one-quarter inch deep and were start- 

in one-quarter inch from ends and 
sides. By doing this the material was 
not bunched in the center of a group 
of joining blocks. 

The members used No. 60 thread 
for piecing. They bound the finished 
quilt in the same shade of blue as

over design but it loses the effective 
block arrangement when there are no 
plain connecting strips.

South decided not to temporize 

further but to bid for the Slam 

at once. 
West’s Opening lead was the dia- 
mond Ace, and when the Dummy went 
down South studied the hand long and 
carefully. As the cards lie there are 
two apparent losers—the heart Queen 
and the spade King. Even a success- 
ful finesse against the King of spades 
is not sufficient to produce game as 
it will still be necessary to drop the 
heart Queen, except in the event of 
the ‘remote possibility that both the 
spade King and nine drop after the 
taking of a successful finesse. In view 
of these conditions, South decided that 
the hand could not be played safely 
upon the basis of a successful spade 
finesse as this left too much. to 
chance. Therefore he ruffed the dia- 
mond Ace with the small club and at 
once laid down the Knave of spades, 
a perfect squeeze designed to make 
more probable the fulfillment of the 
contract. If the King wins this trick, 
two entries to the Dummy are as- 
sured and thns a discard for the los- 
ing heart can be established by lead- 
ing the Queen of diamonds and ruff- 
ing in the closed hand. East, how- 
ever, refused to win the Knave with 
the King, whereupon South laid down 
the Ace of Spades and followed with 
the third round, which was _ ruffed 
with the Ace in Dummy. Now the 
diamond Queen was led, and East, 
who was marked with the King, was 
forced to cover. South trumped, drew 
the remaining trumps, and Hast was 
forced to retain three hearts to the 
Queen; hence was compelled to bare 
down to the spade King. South then 
forced him into the lead with the last 
spade and fulfilled his contract by 
permitting the heart return to run to 
the Knave. 

The alternative line of play would 
have been for the Declarer to have 
immediately utilized the Ace of clubs 
for an entry to the Dummy and to 
have led. the Queen of spades, finess- 
ing it if East refused to cover. If East 
covered, the trumps would have been 
drawn and the same end-play situa- 
tion created. 

The first line of play is preferable 
because it gives the opponents an 
added opportunity to err on the de- 
fense, while, as the cards lie, either 
plan fulfills the contract.

TO RENAME GREEN 


A. F. of L. Head Meets 
Opposition in “Rank and 
File” Movement. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—(4)—Vir- 
tually certain of re-election as labor’s 
chief spokesman for another year, Wil- 
liam Green tonight was drawing his 
lines together to stand off challenges 
from the less conservative elements of 
the American Federation of Labor. 
While Green -was opening the na- 
tional convention of the federation 
with a demand for a 30-hour week to 
take up the unemployment slack and 
an appeal to delegates to have faith 
in the new deal, a “rank and file” 
convention was being organized a few 
blocks away. 

The independent group claimed to 
hold paid-up memberships in the fed- 
eration and was considering demand- 
ing official recognition from Green. 
Another section under the leader- 
ship of John L, Lewis, president of 
the United Mine Workers of America, 
was ready-to demand an enlargement 
of the executive committee to break 
up the present dominance of one fac- 
tion, while still a third bloc was re- 
ported restive at Green's attitude to- 
ward unemployment insurance. 

The last federation -convention in 
Cincinnati resolved in favor of leg- 
islation by congress requiring such in- 
surance, but some delegates privately 
expressed the opinion that Green had 
not pushed the federation’s stand suf- 
ficiently. Philip Ickler, president of 
the Central Labor Union of Pensa- 
cola, Fla., had in his pocket a resolu- 
tion demanding action by the next 
congress for unemployment insurance. 
It asserted the NRA program was 
not moving fast enough to care for 
the jobless this winter. Lewis, who 
virtually assured Green’s retention of 
the federation presidency by declining 
to be a candidate against him, was 
prepared to seek enlargement of the 
control board from 11 to 25 mem- 
bers. He was reported to have the 
support of Edward F. McGrady. who 
was legislative representative of the 
federation until he became assistant 
administrator for labor of the recov- 
ery administration and, later, assist- 
ant secretary ?. 

A determination to stand shoulder 
to shoulder with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor in the reeovery drive 
Was expressed today by Commander 
Louis Johnson, of the American Le- 
gion, in a telegram from the Chicago 
Legion contention to President Wil- 
liam Green at the labor convention 
here, 

“The ideals of loyal citizenship and 
patriotism that have always been held 
in common by labor and the Legion, 
this year especially,” Johnson said, 
“have marked the activities of both 
our organizations. In our commor 
support of the national industrial 
recovery act we have faced some sac- 
rifices together for the good of all our 
people. Until our country is out of 
the darkness of economic chaos we 
will continue to march shoulder to

The commission spent most of the 
day discussing long-distance toll agree- 
ments with smaller companies, in con- 
nection with its exhaustive inquiry 
into the affairs of the Southern Bell. 
The Bell, and every ‘other telephone 
company operating in Georgia, has 
been cited to show why its rates and 
charges should not be lowered. 

“Haven’t you got the little fellows 
where you can pick them up 
shake them if you want to?” asked 
Chairman Jud P. Wilhoit, regarding 
the toll contracts. 

St. George F. Rathborne, contact 
engineer for the Southern Bell, said: 
“No, I don’t know that we. could de 
that. We don’t go out after them 
with a gun, you know,” he added 
smiling. 

Says Contract an Advantage. 

The witness added that “the inde- 
pendent operators find it decidedly te 
their advantage to sign the contract,” 
explaining that it enhanced the value 
of service of a local exchange if it 
had a long distance connection with 
Southern Bell. 

“Isn't it true that the smaller com- 
panies are at the mercy of the Bell 
as to these contracts?’ pursued Com- 
missioner George Goode. 

“No, Mr. Goode, that isn’t true. 
It’s a reciprocal agreement,” said 
Rathborne. ; 

“Well, the public or the locality 
served by an independent exchange 
must pay what you say or else they 
don’t get the service? asked Goode. 

“T suppose that’s true.” 

Rathborne said the company had 
108 contracts with independent com- 
panies at the end of 1932, serving 199 
independent-company-owned exchanges. 

There were 572,442 originating toll 
messages from connecting company 
points during the year, for whicna 
there were gross toll charges of $289,- 
001.938, he added. The connecting com- 

anies were allowed $72,878.58, or 

2 per cent of this amount, which 
does not include the independent com- 
panies’ share of $26,385.18 on origi- 
nating and terminating business for 
line haul, Rathborne said.
